Paris.—Among all tho legends that 
appear on signboards at and near the 
front three plainly show th e American 
spirit newly a t work, w rites George T., 
Bye. 
The first o f these I cam e across was 
at a railroad siding that form erly had 
been part o f the depot yards of a 
hustling little town, C 
, now thor­ 
oughly 
obliterated. 
American 
en­ 
gineers were operating and maintain­ 
ing this division of the m ilitary rail­ 
way, and at the siding a lean-to lunch­ 
room has been propped up— the only 
structure to mark the form er site of 
C 
. 
T his lunchroom, supplied by 
British commissariat, had a capacity 
of four customers, two standing and 
two seated on boxes.

desolation of the prostrate town was ( 
cheerfully answered by a bold sign 
nailed to the side of the lunchroom:

"Abode of Love” must have been 
the work o f a Ghlcagonn.
